Wire carriers, ignor-
ling the German counter-barrage, fol-
lowed America . infantry and French
tanks in the attack. When Can-
tigny fell the field telephone station
was ready for business.

The attack took place over a front
of more than a mile, Within forty-
five minutes after the infantry had
gone over, Cantigny, the Chateau
and several hundred yards of Ger-
man second-line trenches were Amer-
ican territory. The regiment sent
back 182 prisoners, including five
officers.
